SANDS PROVEN 


S. C. Ells, Geologist, Fath- 
er of Bituminous Sand 
Industry 


S. C. Ells of the mines branch, de 
partment of mines, Ottawa, who is 
registered at the Macdonald hotel, 
is again en route to the north. Be- 
yond stating that he will be engag- 
ed on geological work on behalf of 
the federal geological survey, Mr 
Ells declined to make any statement 
regarding his season's plans 

The pioneer work that Mr. Ells 
has accomplished in the Fort Mc- 
Murray field is already well known 
and widely recognized. Years be- 
fore the advent of railway or tele 
graph, when the mail service to Mc- 
Murray was of the most sketchy 
description, Mr. Ells and his breeds 
were trekking up and down the 
Athabaska. 


EXPLOITS LEGENDARY 


At that time certain of his ex- 
ploits became almost legendary. 
One year, he and his crew of 15 
men, spent the winter without tents 
or stoves in the most remote parts 
of the bituminous sand area com- 
pleting the elaborate topographical 
map that was subsequently pub- 
lished 

It was Mr. Ells also, who under 
great difficulties, brought out the 
first important shipment of bitum- 
inous sand, made the first detailed 
analysis anc distillations of the 
material, designed, constructed and 
operated the first commercial bit- 
uminous sand paving plants and 
laid the first successful bituminous 
sand pavements.

Finally it was Mr. Ells who in- 
terested responsible capital in the 
McMurray field and through his 
personal representations drew the 
attention of Max W. Ball and as- 
sociates to the commercial possibe 
ilities of the area. Through his lec- 
tures and numerous publications he 
| is now the recognized authority on 
the bituminous sand deposits and 
| is recognized as the father of the 
bituminous sand industry. 
| On being interviewed, Mr. Eli 
declined to make any forecasts o1

} commercial developments.

“T have nothing whatever to say

the sale of an issue of bonds of any province, 
and compel it te either pay hold-up rates of 
interest or resort to other means of raising the 


money 

That power of veto will have to be taken 
out of private hands and the provinces supplied 
with money at cost from the source where all 
money is created. The proceedings at Toronto 
show how urgent it is that this be done. The 
“captains” of finance are forcing the monetary 
reform they don't want.

But 
the “baby bonds” soid all the same 

Clearly, the buyers -had something else in 
mind than getting the largest possible return 


companies, 


on their investment. The only other motive 
they could have was a desire to help the city 
finance construction work at low cost, give 


employment to idle men, and stimulate busi- 
ness by an infusion of new buying power. That, 
beyond any reasonable question, explains why 
the bonds were sold. 

The moral is plain, but it probably won't be 
heeded in quarters where it should get atten- 
tion. It is easy, congenial, and customary, for 
the brokers’ association and those generally 
who are interested in keeping money scarce and 
dear, to denounce Mayor McGeer as a dema- 
gogue, a politician, and a hypocrite, and they 
seem to get a good deal of satisfaction in doing 


i+ 
it. 


But a point they appear to have overlooked 
is that the Mayor happens to have behind him 
the solid body of Vancouver taxpayers, who are 
determined that their city shall not be held to 
ransom. That is something the controllers of 
money would do well to think about, for what is 
in the minds of the taxpayers of Vancouver is 
also in the minds of the taxpayers of every 
other Canadian city from coast to coast

Out at Vancouver, where the unemployed 
of nine provinces congregated, the citizens sup- 


ported tag days for the men and. expressed 
sympathy with them in their reasonable demand 
to be given useful work at 

wages. 
As they travel eastwards 
their reception grows chilly 


by degrees, so that the Mayor 
of Ottawa wires them that 
Ottawa will refuse to supply 
them with food or a place to 
sleep, and the citizens enrol 
themselves into a civic guard 
to aid the three detachments 
of R.C.M.P. to repel the 
citizens wanting work, if 
necessary. It reads like a chapter out of Car- 
lyle’s “French Revolution.” 

It was all very well for the people of Ottawa 
from the friend of princes in the Chateau 
Laurier down to the humblest janitor who 
cleans the spittoons in the government offices, 
so long as the unemployed strikers stayed three 
thousand miles away on the far side of the 
Rocky Mountains.

Here is a specific example of how the dump 
duties and valuation schedules are used to pre- 
serve the western market for the eastern manu- 
facturer, without regard to the increase 
living costs in the west. It is an example of 
how a 20 cent article is loaded up with a 35 
cent duty. It happened thus wise: 

A Japanese manufacturer in Tokyo makes a 
new type of cigarette lighter that retails for the 
equivalent of 20 cents Canadian. 

A Vancouver importer who received a sam- 
ple from a friend thought the new lighter, at 
a cheap price, might do some real business in 
Vancouver 

But the potential importer has learned 
on enquiry from the Canadian customs auth- 
ority that the duty on the 20-cent lighter laid 
down in Vancouver would be 35 cents and 
that he would have to figure on a profit for 
himself and a retail provit even if there were 
no intermediate wholesale profit. 

The customs department, figuring on a 100 
yen (approximately $30) basis, found that duty 
and taxes would be:

Cottage cheese salad mold with Pineapple; No 
dessert. 


THURSDAY—Breakfast: Waffles; Small 
slice of broiled ham; Applesauce. Lunch: Raw 
fruit as desired; Glass of milk. Dinner: Roast 


pork; Cooked celery; Spinach; Salad of quarter 
cucumbers; Apricot whip. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Baked stuffed apple 
with cream. Lunch: Zucchini omelet; Celery. 
Dinner: Broiled filet of sole; Cooked cucum- 
bers; String beans; Salad of sliced tomatoes 
with parsley; No dessert. 


SATURDAY—Breakfast: Grapefruit as de- 
sired. Lunch: Ice cream, with a raw acid fruit 
Dinner: Broiled lamb chops; Steamed carrots 
with parsley; Celery and nut salad (nuts to be 
toasted); Raspberry whip. 

*ESCALLOPED CELERY: Thoroughly wash 
a bunch of celery and cut the stalks into half 
inch lengths. Cook in a small amount of water 
for about 15 minutes. Remove from fire and 
add a cup of milk, 4 tablespoonfuls of Melba 
toast crumbs and two whole beaten eggs. Place 
a layer of Melba toast crumbs in the bottom 
of a baking dish, add celery mixture and cover 
with the Melba toast crumbs.

The article for children called “Save the Ton- 
sils” outlines dietetic directions suitable for her.

QUESTION: Mathilda Y. writes: 
class butter as a constipating food?” 

ANSWER: When you compare the amount 
of butter used with the amount of other foods 
you will see that you use only a small amount 
of butter each day. Due to the fact that so 
little is taken, comparatively speaking, it will 
have no effect in producing constipation. I con- 
sider butter as entirely wholesome and recom- 
mend it as the best seasoning for cooked non- 
starchy vegetables.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1671 Chevalier 
de Lausson, who had been sent 
west by Intendant Talon to in- 
vestigate the copper deposits and 


other mineral wealth, erected a 
cross at Sault Ste. Marie and 
tormally proclaimed the whole of 
the interior to be the possession 
of Louis XIV, in a _ ceremony 
which is described in the Jesuit 
Relations as most impressive. 

De Lausson was by no means the 
first Frenchman to visit the Falls 
of St. Mary's Brule, the young 
Frenchman, who was Champlain's 
pathfinder and the first white 
man to see Lake Ontario, and 
Grenoble were there at a date 
as to which there in some contro- 
versy. A memorial on the ship 
cana] gives the date as 1622, 
which date was accepted by Ben- 
jamin Sulte, the Canadian his- 
torian. Other students claim that 
the date was as early as 1617. To 
the Indians the place was known 


as Pawitjng, meaning “turbulent | 


(or boiling) waters.” It was a 
great gathering place for the 
Ojibway Indians who then roam- 
ed as lords over an area a thous- 
and miles wide from the French 
River to Turtle Mountain, Man- 
itoba. To them Pawiting was a 
sacred spot, a shrine immortalized 
by Longfellow in “Hiawatha.” 
Jean Nicolet visited the Soo in 


1534 and in October, 1641, Fathers |

Jogues and Raymbault reached 
there and preached to 2,000 In- 
dians, They were followed by 
Radisson and Groselliers who 
came from the north en route to 
Quebec to tell of the northern sea 
and the rich fur country which 
they were afterwards to hand to 
the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

In 1669, two years before De 
Lausson, Father Marquette estab- 
lished the Mission of Ste. Marie, 
thus giving the name we have 
today, superseding the Sault au 
Gaston, which Brule had given. 
Marquette’s mission was aban- 
doned n 1689, owing to the hostil- 
ity of the Iroquois, but in 1750 
Chevalier de Repentigny arrived 
from Quebec and erected a fort 
around which there was much 
fighting for many years. 

Then came the British regime, 
Alexander Henry, the first Brit- 
ish trader on Lake Superior, tak- 
ing the fort. A few months later 
came a British garrison under 
Lieut. Jemette, who fell victim to 
the historic fight at Michilimak- 
inac, when the Indians won under 
cover of a game of lacrosse. In 
1783 the fort was taken over by 
the North West Company, but 
when in 1797 the southern shore 
was handed to the United States, 
the N.W.C. built a fort and 
batteaux canal on the north shore, 
the remains of which can be seen 
to this day.

DOUGLAS EVASIVE 


Editor Bulletin: In 1934 Major 
Douglas on the ‘invitation of the 


his services, gave evidence before 
| the committee on agriculture. 

| Major Douglas is an engineer. 
} Engineers are usually men of 
| clear thought, and concise speech. 

But upon reading his evidence, 
| one is impressed with the opinion 
| that the Major's object was to 
convey general vague impressions, 
rather than definite ideas. Why 
this course is beyond understand- 
| ing. 

The committee, composed of sin- 
cere, intelligent men, put it’s | 
question concisely, only to be too 
often met with side-stepping, eva- 
sions, long harangues, sometimes 
pertinent, sometimes not. Mr. 
Gibbs asked the Major to tell a 
little more about his A plus B 
theorem. The answer could well 
have been contained in a dozen 
lines, but it took the Major 49 
lines to get it out. As a mess of 
vague statement, useless interpel- 
lations, qualifying words, repeti- 
tions and useless entire lines not 
really of any meaning, it is a mas- 
terpiece of incoherent nonsense. It 
must have left the committee in 
absolute fog. 


Further light is thrown upon the 
Major's statements, and methods 
in his published evidence, given 
before the committee on finance 
and industry, in England, on May 
Ist, 1930. The committee was com- 
posed of Lord Macmillan (chair- 
man), Mr. Brand, Prof. Gregory, 
Mr. Tulloch, Mr. McKenna, Mr. 
Keynes, Mr, Lubbock, Sir Thomas 
Allen, and Mr, Frater Taylor, All 
names to conjure with in finance 
and economics. 

The committee turned to a writ- 
ten statement, prepared by the 
Major, “very carefully prepared,” 
as he put it, and the trouble soon 
started. In a few minutes the 
Major was on the retreat.

The Liberal financial critic urged 
several changes in the bill but 
pledged his party to support the 
central idea of a grain board.
